and Affections produced by carnal means and Senſual objects muſt be Carnat + 
and Senſual not Heavenly and Spiritual. There is a Devotion (if We may 
believe Bellar mine) which is the Daughter of Ignorance: And ſhall we be 
ſo wicked as to imagine that the infinitly Glorious Deity can be delighted 
With a blind and Ignorant Devotion? There is an Alacrity of Mind which is 
carnal, that may be produced by the ſound of an Orgap, but this is fitter for 
the Tavern than the Church, and is ſo far froff®being Diſpofitive of the mind 
to praiſe God, that it clogs and hinders its Spirituality, . :
